In a recent address, Bernard M. 
Baruch said: “Our basic trouble 
is debt and taxes—yet we try to 
cure it by piling on more debt 
and support it by more taxes.” 

Those are simple words and 
few, but they go right to the root 
of our present difficulties. 

The post-war extension of gov¬ 
ernment—National, State and lo¬ 
cal may be fairly compared to 
the expansion in business that 
took place during the boom. New 
bureaus were added, new activi¬ 
ties were taken on by the thou¬ 
sand, new bureaucrats began 
feeding at the public trough. It 
was all necessarily financed by 
higher taxes and by bond issues, 
made possible by the inflated 
prosperity of the time. 

The difference betwen govern¬ 
ment and business appears in 
what followed. So far as business 
is concerned, it met the crash 
realistically. Prices dropped, in¬ 
comes dropped, markets shrank. 
Business wrote itself down ac¬ 
cordingly. It didn’t make an ef¬ 
fort to keep going on an inflated 
basis in a period of depression. 
Government has. It is spending 
more money now than in 1929— 
it has greater indebtedness— it 
has yet made little progress in 
achieving real economy. 

The voters, being the stock¬ 
holders of the government, must 
see that it is written down, pre¬ 
cisely as the stockholders of pri¬ 
vate concerns wrote them down. 
We've reached the saturation 
point in debt and taxes. 

We must act. The burden is al¬ 
ready too great to bear.

S EDENTARY habits should be 
abandoned if possible and 
substituted by more active modes 
of living to help overcome consti¬ 
pation. The effects of indoor oc¬ 
cupations should be counteracted 
by special open-air exercises 
morning and evening. The diet 
should include an abundance of 
fruits and vegetables, especially 
of the leafy variety. 

Coarse whole-grained bread and 
whole grained cereals, should be 
used instead of the white, pasty, 
disease producing kinds. The mod¬ 
ern diet being usually too ref- 
fined, the change to coarser foods 
is helpful. Only in cases where 
there is an active inflamation or 
colitis, must care be taken in the 
amount of roughage eaten. Un¬ 
fortunately, sometimes the patient 
must avoid all roughage and re¬ 
sort to other measures. Coffee 
and especially tea, should be 
avoided. Excessive sweets and 
fats, pastry foods, etc., are taboo.

» says enrollment in the Civilian 
X Conservation Corps will shortly 
be extended to married men liv¬ 
ing near the forests. Incidentally 
it gives instructions for enroll- 

* I Client in the forest army. In part 

ihe bulletin says: 

"Selection is at present limited 
to physically fit, unemployed, un¬ 
married men between the ages of 
18 and 25, who are citizens of 
)■ #rc United States, who have de¬ 
pendents, and who wish to allot 
to these dependents a substan¬ 
tial part of their wages. Later 
there will be selected a certain 
number of older men, married 
and unmarried, who live near the 
foersts and parks, who are unem- 
v pf^yed, and who have had actual 

* experience in work in the forests. 
In restricting enrollment to young i 
unmarried men, it is explained 
that this type is being chosen 
because of'•the character of the 
f ( *^ork and the camp life involved, 
r r and because such men have had 
great difficulty in recent years 
to secure either jobs or relief 
Forest work has, therefore, been 
^ ^served for young men with de¬ 

pendents, rather than for home¬ 
less, unattached transients, as the 
money which they earn can he 
^ used more productively to benefit 

m milieu rather than single indi- 
- viduals. 

* "While the applicant must go 
to an Army recruiting station for 
enrollment, he does not join the 
Army or enlist to become a 
soldier, nor is he liable to mili¬ 
tary law. The facilities and or¬ 
ganization of the Army arc used 
because it is the most convenient 
and efficient way of handling the 
enrollment and care of 250,000 
men scattered over the country. 

"Those who wish to have six 
. months of camp life with food, 
^nothing, shelter, medical care and 
recreational opportunities fur¬ 
nished, plus $30 a month cash 
allowance for himself and his 
dependents, should fill out an ap¬ 
plication form at the designated 
opiate relief agency in his district, 
which will pass on his eligibility 
The agency will hold all appli¬ 
cations until notified by the De¬ 
partment of Labor that a given 
number of men are to report to a 

* specified Army recruiting station 
for enrollment. 

"From the recruiting station 
the applicant is sent to an Army 
post for conditioning consisting 
of exercises, games, hikes and 
some manual labor. Tn California 
the post designated to handle the 
Civilian Conservation Corps men 
are Fort Scott, the Presidio of 
San Francisco, Fort MacDowell. 
Fort MacArthur, March Field and 
Fort Rosecrans. On the forest 
jobs the men will work eight 
hours a day, inculding travel time 
ttJ^and from work and the lunch 
hour, for five days a week.
